Washington, Apr. 17. 
President Eisenhower seemed to put new life 
today into the 1960 Tripartite Agreement between 
the United States, Britain, and France guarantee- 
ing the present frontiers between Israel and her 


Arab neighbours. 


He did so in answering a 
question at his press confer~- 
ence about possible United 
States assistance to Jordan In 
the event aAhat that country 
was attacked. 

The President expluined that 
there were two United Slates 
pronouncements affecting that 
areg—the May, 1950, declara- 
tion of the three major West- 
ern allies and the recent Elsen- 
hower Middle East Doctrine.

himself the vi 
April Fool’s day prank. 


Over the woek-ent, the flow 
ot the mighty 8t Lawrence river 
had been diverted, os pert of 
the scaway and power pro- 
gramme, and the Long Sault 
caplds, o famous tourist attrac- 
tion, had disappeared with 
dramatic suddenness. The main 
channel quickly dried up, re- 
veallng the huge bouldens which 
had caused the turbulence of ihe 
waters for centuries. 


SCALE MODEL 


The water is being diverted 
to permit completion of the 
second stage of the 2,600 feet 
long concrete power dam de- 
signed to produce 1,600,000 
kilowatts of power. 


Everything had becn thought 
out beforehand, The whole pro- 
jeot had been studied on a scale 
model, and even the fish left 
stranded ‘by tho tlon, were 
taken care of, But, because of 
the turbulence of Long Sault, far 
fewer fish were involved here 
than in some ndjacent sections 
of the project. At’ nearby 
Barnhart Island, for example, 
21,000 fish were taken out with 


‘relnes and pond nets and all the 


game fish, such on base and 
ickerel (wall-cyed pike in the 
nited States) were placed in 
water tanks before being 
dumped in nearby’ sections of 
the river, 


THE PLUG 


The operation has been o 
tricky one, involving the butld- 
ing of a temporary coffer dam 
above Long Sault rapids into 
which 210,000 cuble yards 
(nearly 400,000 tons) of rock 
and other filler material were 
poured, Meanwhile oa long ¢x- 
cavation wes made through 
‘Long Sault Island to the south 
channel of the new cours of 
the St Lawrence elver.

A lone uniformed British Police officer tried to disperse. a 
crowd of more than 1,000 people, shouting, singing and waving 
Nationalist flags, outside a cotton factory in Tsun Wan last 
October, it was stated in the Supreme Court today. 


The officer was Sub-Divisional Inspector V. O. Moss. 

The crowd refused to disperse but continued ranting 
outside the cotton mill demanding that the management 
of the Pao Hsing Mill hoist the Nationalist flag. 

Mr Moss returned to Tsun Wan Police Station and 
called up three sections of uniformed Police, numbering 
24 men, and took them back to the mill.
